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Ф lt is the year 1933 and world-shaking 
events are taking place. An ambitious Aus- 
trian housepainter has seized control of Ger- 
many; the United States has ushered in a 
new era with a new president: and Newark 
celebrates the opening of its latest high 


school. 


Now it is 1943. In the pageant of history. 
ten years are but an instant, a mere speck 
in the panorama of time. But in that instant, 
that speck, those ten years, the events of 1933 
have molded the destinies of generations to 


come. 


The housepainter, ne Schickelgruber, has 
marched over half of Europe: Roosevelt has 
become an American institution; and Wee- 
quahie has graduated twenty classes of citi- 
zens. Out of these classes have come the 
men and women who must answer for to- 
morrow's world. 


To analyze each would be difficult. for the 
activities and emotions of vouth are varied. 
Let us take this class of June 1943 as a typical 
representative of all that have gone before 
and are to come. We are a good class—those 
346 of us—that is, as far as good classes go. 
Hemember when we first came to the Annex. 
ready to set the school on fire with our dinks. 
Weequahic sweaters, and flashy orange and 
brown socks? Why, we can even recall doing 
all our homework. You know we were the 
first class to go to the Annex—that. in itself. 
is a distinction. Of course. we went to foot- 
ball games: you weren’t a freshman if you 
didn’t. 


Then we came to the Wigwam itself. This 
was the real stuff and no upperclassman hesi- 
tated to let us know it. Then came 3B and 
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our formal class organization. What an elec- 
tion it was—with blotters. balloons. and 
even songsheets! Remember our scrap-paper 
drive, our O.B.A. membership campaign that 
boosted us to the highest in the school? Who 
can forget our 3B "Brawl" with lollypops. 
licorice sticks, and more seniors than juniors? 
But that was nothing compared to our 4B-4A 
hop when we splurged on a seven-course meal 
of jelly apples. By this time the boys were 
dancing with the girls, and a daring few even 
jitterbugged to the strains of the all star. all 
senior, all flat. dance band. That term our 
roller-skating party really set a precedent 
under the inspired slogan, “Are you a good 
skate or a cheap skate?" It was one affair 
that really had its ups and downs. 


Then it came, the peak of our social cal- 
endar, the “prom”! There were no flowers. 
no decorations, and the girls complained be- 
cause there were no men. But the spirit was 
there. There were sultry glamour girls with 
their thirteen year old, disguised cousins 
from New York: husky, commando-trained 4A 
bruisers: and general rejoicing among all. 
except the janitors. 


And so in 1933 three totally different forces 
came into prominence. Now, Hitler is striv- 
ing to destroy the world that our government 
and our school have pledged themselves to 
preserve. That spirit, that drive, which 
America needs, is an inherent quality in 
youth. Weequhic has come into its own. 


Ten years hence what kind of world will 
we be living in? Undoubtedly Hitler will 
have gone down in infamy; certainly Wee- 
quahic will continue to serve the needs of 
the community: and perhaps Roosevelt will 
still be in office.

Versatile “App” also broad 
jumped and pole vaulted. 


Harvey “Yuss” Kohen came to Weequahic's 
track team last year, and in two brief seasons 
has become Weequahic's star miler and cross- 
country man. In A ppenzeller’s absence “Yuss” 
has assumed the leadership of the squad.
